It said the bill would not accom­ 
plish its purpose, would destroy the 
independence of the judiciary, and 
w'ould make the government "one of 
men rather than one of law.” 
"It contains,” the majority said, 
"the germ of a system of centralized 
administration of law that would 
enable any executive so minded to 
send his judges into every judicial 
district in the land to sit in judg­ 
ment oil controversies between the 
government and the citizen.”

“Strike!” was the order he gave 
to 9.500 coal miners; and the miners 
replied th at the cessation of work 
in 19 mines, most of them Bethle­ 
hem-owned, would be complete by 
tomorrow. 
The strike order, Issued in W ash­ 
ington, Sunday, struck also at mines 
of the Republic Steel corporation 
and the 
Youngstown 
Sheet and 
Tube company—huge steel Indus­ 
tries already 
pitted 
in struggle 
against C. I. O.’s “strong m an” and 
his union; but it was at Bethle­ 
hem’s door that the strike order 
laid its chief deft. 
Republic has two mines affected 
by 
then strike call. Youngstown 
Sheet and Tube has two; but com­ 
pany spokesmen said these two al­ 
ready were closed in consequence 
of C. I. O.’s strike call In the Ma­ 
honing Valley o fOhio last month. 
Nor was Lewis and his Commit­ 
tee for Industrial Organization the 
only force beating at “steel.” The 
National Labor 
Relations board, 
with broad powers under the Wag­ 
ner 
act, called upon the 
Inland 
Steel company to answer charges 
th at it refused to bargain with the 
steel workers organizing committee 
of C. I. O.—and promoted a “com­ 
pany union" of its own. 
The 
board's 
complaint 
added 
th at Inland 
Steel’s action caused 
the strikes at Indiana Harbor, In ­ 
diana, and Chicago Heights, Illi­ 
nois, strikes th at began May 25 and 
are still in effect. 
Crowds of miners from the Rose­ 
dale and Franklin pits of Bethle­ 
hem Steel poured into Johnstown 
Sunday night, cheering 
the an­ 
nouncement of union leadens that 
the 19 mines of Bethlehehm and the 
Youngstown Sheet and Tube com­ 
pany would be closed until the steel 
strike was settled.

Pennsylvania observed F ag Day as 
a legal holiday today for the first 
time. 
Tile states’ 
observance 
of the 
160th anniversary of Hie nation’s 
emblem centered at the Betsy Ross 
home, hi a demonstration of Ir|"V 
American peace and friendship.^ * 
Diplomats 
from 
Central 
and 
South American countries gathered 
for the dedication of the restored 
shrine—where it is said the present 
American flag had its birth. 
Dedication of the Betsy Ross 
home was planned to coincide with 
the celebration of Flag Day. 
At Independence Hall tho visiting 
diplomats raised flags of their own 
nations to fly with the flag of the 
United States. 
At the same hour 
the govern­ 
ments represented “broke-out” the 
Star Spangled Banner in an in­ 
ter-American gesture of peace and 
good will. 
Flag Day was made a legal holi­ 
day 
in Pennsylvania 
by an 
act 
passed 
by the 
recent legislature.

These duties form a whole­ 
some training. B ut it’s a scathing 
indictm ent of a so-called intelligent 
age to perm it our youth to displace 
those of a more m ature age in our 
industries. 
Youth deserves som e­ 
thing more than hours of torture 
hidden away in some stuffy plant 
of this industrial era. 
"C hrist was emphatic in His de- 
nunciation 
of 
those 
who 
cause 
these littc 
ones’ to 
suffer harm . 
Those who would rob our youth of 
their rightful protection ought to 
be especially 
considerate 
of the 
M aster’s pronouncement when He 
said, ‘It were better for him th a t a 
millstone were hanged about his 
neck, and th a t he were drowned in 
the depth of the sea.’ Perhaps the 
m ajority of thasew heare the great­ 
est offenders do so ignorantly or 
thoughtlessly. 
People can be just 
as wrong about harm ful child la ­ 
bor as they are about other pitiful 
conditions connected w ith family 
life. 
Child m arriage is defended 
only by those of a certain m oral 
and 
intellectual 
level. 
However, 
nothing is done about it, as is true 
about m ost of the unfortunate situ ­ 
ations until the public conscience is 
aroused. Then tragedy m ay be full 
grown. 
‘‘Stealing children’s bread has a l­ 
most countless forms. 
C hild labor 
of th e harm ful type is perhaps 
among the least of the offenses even 
though it has no rightful place in a 
C hristian society. One would regret 
the passing of the errand boy or 
newsboy. 
To this m ight be added 
the colorful group of berry pickers 
or a thousand other chores teaching 
duty and prom oting proper develop­ 
ment. Indeed, much of th e opposi­ 
tion to proposed child labor legisla­ 
tion comes from the fact th a t it 
challenges the right of a parent to 
direct his children in common sense 
duties, especially those things which 
are profitable to the child’s develop­ 
ment. 
“Every child has a right to an 
education sufficient for the needs of 
the times. A high school education 
in as essential today as the gram ­ 
m ar school was yesterday, except 
th a t th e course of instruction in the 
high school should be increased to a 
period of six years. 
The objective 
education is to produce a well­ 
rounded personality. 
Education is 
no longer simply a preparation for a 
professional career, but the entry 
into all th e proven activities of life. 
The m other in the remote moun­ 
tain section1 has just as much right 
to an education as the scion of the 
wealthy parent. 
Our government, 
which has money to burn tor eve* y 
other conceivable thing, and some 
which are not conceivable, can afford 
to guarantee its youth an adequate 
education as a crime preventative 
alone. I would add th a t no teacher 
has a right to teach who will not 
swear allegiance to our nation or 
who has not dedicated his life to 
God. T he schoolroom which is nor­ 
mally a blessing, may be our great­ 
est curse. 
The church at tim es gets excited 
about birth control, mostly to its 
own confusion. Our largest families 
are frequently of the first type, but 
there is a type of family which 
ought to be prevented—those who 
are m entally and physically defec­ 
tive. 
Let the church concern itself 
about these unfortunates. 
No m an 
or woman has a moral or legal right 
to m arry and produce m ental or 
physical defectives. 
There is an 
offender 
against 
childhood, however, who too fre­ 
quently escapes attention—the indi­ 
vidual who corrupts youth by his 
personal influence. It is quite prob­ 
able th a t the bitter denunciation of 
C hrist was prompted by the fiend­ 
ish group th a t fills the minds and 
hearts 
of our youth w ith filth. 
There is no excuse for any one of 
common sense or 
who 
has the 
slightest claims of being a C hristian 
falling error to this sin. Yet I have 
overheard 
church 
members 
who 
have taken the most holy of all vows 
sink beneath the gutter in giving 
expression to thoughts which would 
sham e a defenseless beast. 
The 
loud m outh and filthy tongue have 
no place to the life of man. Only a 
hum an being can sink beneath the 
status of a beast. No language can 
express the contemptible deed of 
the person who brings sorrow to one 
of God’s little ones and especially 
th a t person who masquerades under 
a cloak of respectability. Those who 
are responsible for the return of 
drink or any vice which has child­ 
hood as its special victim face an 
awful responsibility. ‘It is not meet 
to tak childrn’s brad’.”

REBELS WITHIN 
FOUR M ILES OF 
BASQUE CAPITAL 


Bilbao, Spain, June 
14 
(AP)— 
Low-flying 
Insurgent 
war 
planes 
from the besieging arm ies th a t have 
pressed into Bilbao's edges raided 
the center of this Basque capital in 
mid-morning, today, spitting m a­ 
chine-gun fire. 
The people of this ‘‘Pittsburgh of 
Spain,” besieged alm ast since the 
start of the Insurgent northern of­ 
fensive 
early 
in 
April, 
fled 
for 
shelter as the planes 
dove 
and 
circled. 
Defense anti-aircraft guns pum p­ 
ed shells into the sky. 
Heavy bombing operations over 
this tightly-hem m ed-in area (In ­ 
surgents reported they already had 
taken some houses in Bilbao's actual 
outskirts) made evacuation of the 
wounded a grave problem. 
The road northw est to Santander 
was under heavy attack from the 
air, with 23 persons reported killed 
in one sector. 
This was virtually 
the only land artery of escape for 
the Bilbao population. 
On the whole, however, Bilbno 
was stoical In the face of the con- I 
stant attacks from the sky. 
Crouched in 
m akeshift 
refuges, 
much of the civil population heard 
bullets spatter against walls and In i 
streets and was determ ined to hold 
out to the last. 
Tile Basque governm ent of Presi­ 
dent Jose Antonio Aguire, steadfast- 
ally of the central Spanish Govern­ 
ment. 
flatly 
denied reports that 
some of its members had fled to 
Santander. 
No surrender was con­ 
templated, the Basque officials said 
From the battlefront at the edge 
of the city there were Basque re­ 
ports of a stiff counter-attack th at 
resulted 
in 
Basque capture of a 
m ountain near Fica. T h a t is about 
five miles northeast of Bilbao, a t a 
point where Insurgents had cracked 
the iron ring of outer defenses of 
the regional capital. 
The Basques declared they had 
forced back one wedge which the 
Insurgents had driven through the 
"iron ring.” 
But 
they 
adm itted 
there was terrific pressure against 
them in the Samudio sector, four 
miles northeast of Bilbao. 
The point in the 
defeases 
at 
which the Insurgents 
have made 


their deepest dent apparently was 
Santa 
M arina, 
not 
far 
east 
of 
Bilbao.
